THE GOVERNORS OF KENT lX i . 

| CONTINUED ] 

la the last number of our sketches of the dis- 
tinguished men who b»d filled the efti e of Gov- 
ernor of Kentucky, we traced, from an authentic 
source, the earlv history of Gmenl Adair up to 
the period of his’re uoval to Kentucky, which event 
tock place in the year 1786. The S' ale, that 

time, and for eix years after warJ?, was a part of 
Virginia, from which it was severed in 1792 by 
being erectod into an independent Common- 
wealth. When he arrived, the settlemejta, a; 
they were then termed, were much harassed by 
Indian invasion.; and the accession if a m tn ho 
distinguished in the partisan wars in the Caroli- 
na?, aid learning the military art uudor ?uch 
consummate commanders as Morian and Sumpter, 
was an evontof great importance. As ho had 
come to cast his lot among* the«e people of 
the wildirnt-ss, he was not tlow in identifying 
bimsolf with their interests and sharing their 
dangers He soon became conspicuous in tho 
pursuit m.d punishment of the predatory bands 
that crossed the Ohio, and was constantly en- 
gaged in protecting the defenceless inhabitants 
When larger operations wore resolved upon, and 
it was determined to hunt up the Indians in their 
own retreats, he was active ia getting them up 
and accompanied them ia person. 11 j was wi h 
General Wilkinson in his movement against the 
Wei and Miami ladians of the Wabash, and re 
ceived the fp c al commondation of the com- 
manding general. Ad-»ir held the ofiico of Brig- 
ade Mi»j r. That campaign was a complete suc- 
cess, and broke up a contemplated Indian inva- 
sion-burnt their towns and dispersed the sav- 

^Again, in the following year, 1792, he com- 
manded a company acting as an escort of provi- 
sions and a reconnoitring party between Fort 
Hamilton and Fort St. Clair. Governor George 
Madison was the second in command. It was 
w bile h i had charge of this company that a band 
of Iodians, under the celebrated warrior Little 
Turtle, come suddenly upon him and got the best 
of the scrimmage. Governor Madison was 
wounded, as was also the late Colonel Richard 
Taylor, who was ever after known as Hopping 
Dick Taylor, to distinguish him from others of 
the same name. It happened, a few years after- 
wards, that Little Turtle, accompanied by a 
number of his braves, pissed through Frankfort 
on their way to see their great father, Gem ' Wash- 
ington. When in Frankfort, they dined with tho 
fatherof the writer of these sketches, and General 
Adair was one of the guests. During the progre a s 
of the meal, General Adair and Little Turtle fell 
into conversation about that morning brush they 
bad had over the river, whan General Adair re- 
marked: “Little Turtle, you rather surjyrised me 
that morning .” “Ab,” said Little Turtle, “a 
good General is never taken by surprise.’ Gen. 
Adair used to laugh hoartily at the readies s of 
the repartee, and said he never felt so cut down 
by anyihing in his life as ho was by it. He was 
a '90 with General Wayne in the campaign of 
1793, and assisted in building the Forts and sup- 
plying the troops with provisions, but was not 
at the battle of tho Fallen Timbers in 1794. 



General Halleck ’ e Army.— The New York 
World, commenting upon the results of the evac- 
uation of Coriotb, says the main object for which 
the loyal army of the West was organized seams 
on the eve of complete and triumphant accom- 
plishment. It was created for the purpose of re- 
opening the Mississippi from Cairo to its mouth, 
and recovering the magnificent valley which it 
drains. If Gen. Hallock’s activity during the 
coming week shall correspond to tho uniform 
success of his previous military administration 
we shall witness the final and fitting consnmma 
tion of the groat woik committed to him on bis 
arrival from California. Ho will not only have 
succeeded in clearing out the valley of the Mis- 
sissippi, but he will have accomplished it with 
as much celerity a9 could have been expected, 
considering ths magnitude of the work. 
While he was awaitiog the completion of 
the gunboats, which were his indi9peuaablo 
auxiliaries, he snuffed out tho rebellion in Mis- 
souri, which presented a formidable front when 
he took command of the department. The gun- 
boat flotilla being completed in season to take ad- 
vantage of the spring rise of the water ia the 
Cumberland anil Tennessee rivers, no time was 
lost in carrying out the admirable stratogetic 
plan of a flank movement, through these rivers, 
cn Columbus and the rebel strongholds on the 
Mississippi. Dating from the completion of the 
gunboats, there are few examples in military hii- 
tory of movements so rapid, and battles so nu- 
merous and uniformly successful, as those which 
have taken placo in Gen. Halleck a department. 
There have been no reverse?, no failures 
Wherever tho enemy has dared to fight he ha3 
been beaten. The number of guns captured has 
been enormous; the number of prisoners almost 
without a parallel. It is a very high compliment 
to General Halleck that Beauregaid, with the 
concentrated rebel strength of the West and in 
one of the strongest positions on the continent 
dared not await his attack. The popular and en- 
terprising rebel general had the Kentucky rebels 
under Breckinridge and Marshall, the Tennossee 
rebels under Donelson, Price’s troop! from Mis- 
souri, Vau Dorn’s from Arkansas, in addition to 
those from the States bordering on the Gulf, re- 
iaforced more recently by Lovell’s command from 
New Orleans, and yet he made the mostomphatic 
cmfessionof inferiority by withdrawing without 
a battle. 

General Halleck’e merits as a soldier are not so 
much to be estimated by the detailed considera- 
tion of particular movements as by the broad 
general results of his strategy. He his accom 
plished all that he was expected to accomplish 
when invested with his most important and re- 
sponsible command. • He has rescued the valley 
of the Mississippi from tha military control of the 
rebels. He has driven them out of Missouri and 
defeated them in Arkansas on the western bank, 
recovered Kentucky and Tennessee on the east- 
ern, and can now march into any part of Missis- 
sippi he thinks expedient without formidable re- 
sistance. It is already safe to anticipate tho ver- 
dict of history on his military career. He will 
rank as an able strategist, a soldier of a large, 
comprehensive, well-balanced mind, and a cour- 
age and energy equal to great results.

Wayne’s v ctory put an end to Indian inroads, 
and they did not give much trouble to the whites 
after that. The close of those savage wars brings 
us to that period when General Adair takes part 
in the political affairs of Kentucky. 

Very soon after Kentucky became a State 
Geneial Adair was elected a member of the Leg- 
islature, and at one period presided as Spiaker of 
the House of Representatives. These were gratify- 
ing testimonials of the respect, gratitude, and 
confidence of his constituents, which was dealt 
to him in still larger measure in the winter of 
1804-5, when he was electod to the Senate of 
the United S ates. He belonged, at tbat lime, 
did almost every prominent Kentuckian, to 
what was called the Jeffersonian Republican 
party. Names change, and what was once a 
commendation, may, in after years, become 
term of reproach. It was not long, howev- 
after his election, bofore something took 
place that had never been in the contemplation 
of the American mind. It was the idea of two 
nationalities on tho American portion of the con- 
tinent. At the period of Mr. Jefferson’s election, 
there were bat two parties in the United State?; 
the one was tho Republican partv, with Mr. Jef 
ferson as the recognized leader; the other wai the 
Federal party, with Alexander Hamilton as its 
head. Colonel Bnrr had failed in reaching the 
Presidor.cy in his attempt to do it under a defect- 
ive setting forth of the intent of the Constitu- 
tion. Mr. Jefferson was elected under its uni- 
versal interpretation. Colonel Burr killed 
Hamilton ia a duel, and took bis seat as 
Vice President. But to that gigantic intellect, 
and more gigantic ambition, no secondary place 
was adequite. He, therefore, cast about him for 
a sphere adequate to both, and he is supposed to 
have contemplated an empire to bo formed out of 
Louimna, Mississippi, the cotton regions of the 
West, Texas, and Mexico, and possibly tx end- 
ing to Yucatan, with him elf as chief — whether 
as King or President has nevor been divulged. 
Inferior men havo entertaioed the same droam, 
but what his genius failed to acomplish, lessor 
intellects can never effect. 

Wo havo, in a preesding number, given onr 
own boyhh recollection of that period, and all that 
we will say now is, that the jealous fears of Pres- 
ident Jefferson led him to suspect both General 
Jackson and General Adair as being well acquaint- 
ed with the plans of Aaron Burr. If they were, 
it wa 9 never proved , although, ia Adair’s case, 
extraordinary means were resorted to to make the 
discovery. 

The facts relating to this extraordinary case— 
the more extraordinary in its bearing upon the 
prc3ent times — are briefly these. But before we 
state them, we must call the attention of every 
Democrat ia America to the then astonishing 
fact, that the first avoidance of the writ of habeas 
corpus occurred during the administration of 
Pre-ident Jefferson, and without hie censure. 
We will here tuspend our own version if this 
transaction in order to give place to ths state- 
ment of it as furnished by Judge Williaiu Blair, 
and under the immediato supervision of Gsnoral 
Ada»r himself. We quota from Judge Blair : 

“It was under thtss circumstances, Gen. Adair 
left home in December, 1806, for Louisiana, for 
the purpose of settling some affairs at Orleans in 
which ho had been involved with the late Colonel 
Lynch, and to view a tract of land on the Pasca- 
goula, for which lie was negotiating a pnrchaie. 
He travelled leisurely over lind and passed Col. 
Burr at Nashville. Barr was then preparing lo 
descend the river to Washita, but was hardly uble 
to procure men sufficient to row two flat bottomed 
bo its. Thus leaving CoIodoI Barr, General 

Adair proceeied to Paicaogula andfafler spend- 
ing several days in viewing the land he was 
about to purchase he proceeded to Orleans, 
where he arrived about a month after he left 
Kentucky. On bi9 reaching the city and 
stopping at the tavern, be was immediately 
surrounded by a crowd inquiring— “Where was 
Burr ?— What is his force ? The General an- 
swered by stating that ho had left Col. Burr at 
Nashville, unable to procure men sufficient, to 
row two flitboats as far as Washita. But Wilk- 
inson had taken means to alarm the people with 
accounts of Barr’s approach with a powerful 
army, and for the purpose of exhibiting an ap- 
pearance of his hostility to Burr’s project— after 
it bad been entirely abandoned, he had charged 
several porson9 with co-operating in his designs, 
and arrested them by his arbitrary power, under 
the pretoxt of its necessity to guard against the 
approaching danger — and Gen. Adair was in- 
formed that Wilkinson would certainly arrest 
him. Indignant at the suggestion, the Gen- 
eral immediately declared that he cared for 
neither Wilkinson nor his arrest; that the people 
of Kentucky wore more afraid cf Wilkinson than 
of Burr; that thoy knew Burr had no means in 
his power to injure them, but that Wilkinson had. 
This speech was immediately carried to Wilkin- 
son, with additional aggravating words, and 
General Adair was immediately arrested and 
hurried aboard a vessel, and before a writ of 
habeas corpus , which was applied for and imme- 
diately obtained, could be executed, he was 
beyond the reach of tfce civil authority, and was 
tbusTield in custody and conveyed around from 
New Orleans to the City of Baltimore without a 
hearing or even an accusation. 

“On his arrival at Baltimore, he appeared be- 
fore the Federal Judge and an examination took 
place, but extraordinary to rolate! 90 far from 
there appearing any evidence or circumstance of 
suspicion against him, there was not even an ac- 
cusation preferred against him by either Wilkin- 
son or any one el*e, and the prosecuting officer 
was constrained ‘bv his san3e of justice to 4 make 
pablic apology to Gon. Adair in open court, and 
ne wai then honorably discharged. 

“N )t satisfied, however, with this acquittal, 
Gen. Adair proceeded immediately to the soat of 
the Federal G ivernment, and there addressed a 
letter to tho Attorney General, demanding an in- 
vestigation of any charge there lodged against 
him. He waited ten days and then received a 
communication in writing from the Attorney 
General, informing him that the Government had 
no accusation to mako against him of any char- 
acter. G mi. Adair coull do no more and he re- 
turned to Kentucky.”

Euchre —This paragon of card games is rapid- 
ly displacing whist and other games which have 
hitherto reigned suphoma. Wherever it hi9 been 
introduced it has at once been recogn : zad as the 
most lively and interesting gitne yet presented, 
and one, too, which affiirds rare ofportun'ties for 
prompt and skilful playing. Those who are ig- 
nor*nt of its merits and its beauties doserve com- 
miseration, to state their benighted condition in 
its mildest ternn. As euchre ia of comparatively 
recent introduction, very little information can 
ba derived from troaibes on card-plaving. Hoyle 
disci i'.sos it with a mention so brief that tho nov- 
ice can obtain but little information, and the ex- 
p- rienced p!a\ er ii lift in tho dark concerning 
disputed points. In consequence of . this defect 
various styles of play have obtained indifferent 
circle* 5 , and ar y attempt to harmonize tho differ- 
ences which are constantly arising will hi wel- 
com'd by all lovo.-s of tho g»mo. To this end a 
small work bv a “Professor,” enticed “Euchre 
and i s Laws,” has recently been isiuod, and has 
lire .dv attracted much attention. Tho woik is 
writteu in a pleasing, off hand style, and the au- 
thor is evidently an enthusiast io euchre matters. 
Ho u*ea thirty-two cards, although some coteries 
discard tho seven and even the eight spots. 

The chapter on “Lap, Slam, and Jambone” will 
be read wiih great intoreit, acd lovers of tha two 
former will doubtless adopt the latter, for an ex- 
planation of which we refer inquirers to the book 
itself. His advice to beginners is good, and wo 
heartily endorse his sentiments concerning s!o v 
pla>ers, from whose companionship the saints do 
liver us. If the severity cf his lawi concerning 
revokieg, exposing card*, otc., should seem to ba 
uc called for, it should bo remembered that the 
penalties fall only on dishonest or negligent play- 
er?. 

Playing Alone being a feature peculiar to 
euchre, and one of its great attraction?, ths 
chapter on thatsuljact has occasioned the li st 
discussion. We shall comment as briefly as pos- 
sible upon two of the Professor’s propositions, as 
they are the principal points of difference in play- 
iog the game. All partial agree that th-» player of 
a lone hand if succf9 ful in winning live tricks 
scores / our point*; if he win three or four tricks 
he counts one point. Bat how many shall his 
opponents score if he doei not win throe tricks ? 
Hoyle does not say, but the usual rule is two 
points. The Profe s r says /our, and we can as- 
sert from considerable experience tbat the inter- 
est of the game ia greatly enhanced by scoring 
that number in 9uch casss. Once adopted it will 
commend itself to lovers of the game. Aside 
from the increased attraction afforded, there ap- 
peirs to be no valid reason why a player should 
be allowed to gain double what he runs tin risk 
of losing. It is said, mually, it is because one 
hand is playing against two. This is not strictly 
correct. The interests of partners are identical ; 
if one wins both win, and vice versa. The party 
playing ulone does so voluntarily, ar.d by dis- 
carding his partner assumes for ihe time the 
position of both. How than can he claim to be 
playing one against tw.? This point might bo 
onlirged upon, bu‘. it seoms to be unnecessary. 

Concerning the next point in playing alone, we 
beg leave to differ from the Profes>or. He says, 
“If the dealer’s pirtner assists, or rnake3 a trump, 
the dealer has the privilege of playing alone; and 
if the eldest hand orders up the trump, or makes 
a trump, bia partner may, in like manner, play 
alone.” This rule is generally as much “honored 
in the breach as in the observance.” A word with 
reference to the dealer’s playing when assisted. 
In the matter of lone hinds the chances of the 
dealer are the best at the table. Ha has, first, 
six cards from which to make up a hand; second, 
he may, having tho last play, venture on a weak- 
er hand than any one, rx:ept the player hiving 
tho lead. These advantages would seem to be 
sufficient without allowing him others. Often the 
dealer holds a very good hind, but not strong 
enough to play without hin pirtner. The latter, 
by assisting, gives the dealer to understand that 
the cards ho lacki, or fears, are in bis (the asiis 
tant'tj) hand, and the dealer can then venture 
alone with a good show of success. Wo submit

that this plan of allowing partners to arrange 
their hands by “talking across tho board” is 
highly reprehensible. Wo know that dealers are 
often euchred under such circumstances, which is 
a just retribution. The remaind ir of the proposi- 
tion is equally objectionable, and a rule substan- 
tially the reverse of tbat laid down by the author 
it seems to us would bj more j a at, and better cal- 
culated lo give satisf .clion. 

That this style gives a player an unfair advan- 
tage, is borne out by the Professor’s reasoning in 
reference to another phase of lone bands, which 
occasionally occur?, whore each of two partners 
(for instance B and D playing again *t A and C) 
hold lone hands. If B orders up, or makes a 
trump, and announces he will play alone, D hav 
ing also a lone hand h is tha right to take the 
privilogo of playing alone from him. Haying 
claimed tbi3 right, D must exercise i». Tho jus 
tification for thri absurd rule is, that “ an unfair 
player (D) wishing to intimate the strength of 
hi i own hand to his partner (B) might say he 
would play alone af.er his partner had announced 
his intention lo do so, and thon decline to do 
so, which would convey to his partner the infor 
mation that he, alsi, had a strong hand at 
trumps, and, in that, way, give him a great and 
improper advantage.” This logic is decidedly 
fatal to the rule previously quoted, as that gives 
“ a great and improper advantage” to the dealer 
and the partner of the eldest hand. 

In regard to the case where B and D hivoeach 
a lone hand, it would seem to be right that D 
should be silent when B attempts a lone hand, 
and “bide the hazard of the die,” though D 
might have the stronger hand. B ba9 a decided 
advantage, having the lead. 

A proposition has baea discussed in some euchre 
circles, which we aro not aware has ever been 
adopted, and is here stated for tho consideration 
of experts. It occasionally happens that players 
make a trump or order up, and not only are 
euchered, but do not take a trick Their oppo 
nents not only win a euchre, but raako a march, 
and yet are allowed to count but two point?, the 
penalty for a euchre. Would it not be well to 
?core roar points — :wo for the cuebre and two for 
the march? 

O.her matters might be discussed, but your 
limits forbid. Wo confess to a passion for ouchre, 
and have offered the foregoing suggestions from a 
sincere lovo of tho game, hoping the attention of 
experienced players may be called to the points 
we have criticised. “Euchre and its Laws” is a 
decided acquisition to card treatise!, and we hop< 
will be studied by lovers of this most fascinating 
game. Trumps.

LAWS OF THE UNITED STATE 3, 

Passed at the Second Session of the Thirty seventh 
Congress. 

Public— N o. 75 | 

AN ACT to reduce the expanses of the survey 
and sale of tho public land! in the United 
State3. 

Be it enacted by t he Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the United States of America in Con- 
gress assembled , That contracts fo* the f.urvey of 
the public lttnds shall not becoue binding upon the 
Ur. i' fed States until approved by the Commissioner 
f tbn General Land Office, except in such cases 
as said C mmissioner shall otherwise specially 
ordar. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted , That the 
intedminual o l instructions relating to the 
public surveys, prepared at the Genoral Land 
Office, and bearing date February twenty-second, 
eight -*o!i hundred and fifiy-five, the instructions 
of the Commissioner of the General Land Office, 
and the special instrnctions of the surveyor gen- 
eral, when not in conflict with said printed man- 
uil, ortho instructions of said Commissioner, 
shall bo taken and deemel to be a part of every 
ntroc^ for purveying tha pablic lands of the 
United States. 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted. That the 
Commissioner of the Genoral Land Office shall 
have power, And it sh ill be his duly, to fix tho 
pric?s ptr mil« fjr public surveys, which shall in 
no case exceed the maximum established by law, 
and thit, under Instructions to be prepared by 
iil Commissioner, an accurate account abal l bo 
pt by each purveyor general of the cost of sur 
veying and p'atting private land claims, to ba re- 
ported to the General Land Offics, with the map 
of such claim, and that patents shall not issue for 
any Mich private claim until the cost of survey 
and platting shall have been paid into ths Treasu- 
ry of the United States by the claimant. 

Sec. 4. And be it further enacted , That from and 
after the first day of July next, and upon the re- 
commendation of the Commissioner of the Gen- 
eral Land Office, approved by the Secretary of 
the Interior, the President may order that tho 
Territories of Utah and Colorado shall constitute 
one surveying district, the duties of surveyor 
general in said district to be performed by tho 
surveyor general of Coloradr; and the surveying 
district of Nevada shall be united to tbat of Cal- 
ifornia, the duties of the surveyor general of the 
former to be transferred to the purveyor general 
of Californi i and the transfer of the effects and 
archives of the ( fficss to be made under the in- 
structions of the Commissioner of the General 
Land Office. 

Sec. 5. And be it. further enacted, That upon 
tho recDmmandation of the Commlwioner of the 
General Lind Office, approved by the Secretary 
of t he intorior, the President may order the dis- 
continuance of anv land office, and the transfer 
of its business and archives to any other land 
office within the same State or Territory. 

Sec. C. And be it further enacted , That from 



Shortly afeer his return home, he proceeded

could possibly pav, and that they would have 
found a much higher sura but for his noto- 
rious poverty. Wilkinson was not in fact able to 
pay even this sum— it was afterwards paid by the 
Government, because Wilkinson had committed 
the outrage under color of the public authority 
and the amount of the judgment was not more 
than tqaul to the actual losses Gen. Adair had 
suffered, and the expensos ho had inenrred in the 
prosecution of the suit.” 



FOREIGN ITEM3. 

Theophile Gautier, in a letter to tho Pari? 
Mouiteur about the opening of the London exhibi- 
tion, says that ijij architecture of the building, 
for want of a better title, should be termed “ the 
mechanical,” and acids that “ it unites the char 
actarHtics of the railway station, the market, and 
the groen house.” As a general thing the foreign 
corre?p indents are rather di appointed with the 
architecture of the building, though its wonderful 
contents excite (heir unlimited praise. 

The King of Madagascar has narrokly escaped 
assassination from the bands of his cousin, who 
aspires to the throne. 

A skiff in white marble and a statue of the best 
style of ancient art have been dLovered in the 
Parthenon at Athens. 

Standigl, the singer, has been honored at Vien- 
na by the erection of a memorial statue — the first 
singer who has ever been so complimented. 

Certain portions of Australia are overrun with 
thistle?, and many boys earn their living by cut- 
ting them down. As this, however, doe? not ex- 
terminate them, it is proposed to introduce the 
goldfinch, the brown linnet, the red poll, and the 
German siskin into Australia, all of which birds 
livoon thistle seed in the season. 

An instance of tho tyranny of the Russian au - 
thorities at Warsaw is evidenced in the case of 
one M. Z imoyski, a political prisoner, who was 
Stripped of his clothiug and of bis shirt, and sub 
jected, during the interrogatories, to a frightful 
flagellation. The rod3 that were used were thicker 
than the thumb, and tho ftarii was literally cut to 
ribbons, particularly cn the right side of the body. 
M Z imoyski endured this tormeat with a noble 
courage, withojf giving the least response, with- 
out uttering a word. After he had received sev- 
eral hundrtd strikes ho fell senseless; and in this 
state, after being covered with a cloth, he was 
handed over to the care of a doctor. It seems 
that there was little chance of saving his life 
from the first, the spine having been injured. Hit 
crime was the publication of a clandestine journal 
called the Post. 

Qaeon Victoria intends this summer to move to 
the castle of R jsenbau, in the duchy of Coburg, 
the birthplace of Prince Albert. 

Complaints come from Rome that the Jews in 
the Ghetto are treated with unusual rigor by th 
Papal Government. The carnival tax has just 
been collected from thorn with unusual rigor. 

The Pope has ordered a professor of geology to 
form a collection of the minerals of the Roman 
Slates for the London exhibition. 

Napoleon’s return from Elba was celebrated at 
a restaurant of the Palais Royal, Paris, two or 
three weeks ago. The room wa3 ornamented with 
busts of tho First and Third Napoleon, and every 
gue3t wore the St. Hclsna medal. 

King Offio, of Groece, muff have hid a rather 
uneasy tiins of it duriag his twenty years’ reign; 
there have been revolts in hia kingdom in 1833, 
1834, 1835, 1840, 1843, 1847, 1818, 1852, and tl o 
jgronch occupition of the Pirus io 1854, and now 
the insurrection of Niuplia iu 1862. 

The King of Holland has arrived at Paris, 
Prince Joachim Marat hiving been seat to Com- 
piegne to meet him. 



AN ACT to confiscate property used for insur- 
rectionary purposes. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre 
sentatms of the United States of America in 
Congress assembled. That if, daring the present or 
any future ihsurrection against the Government 
of the United Spates, aftor the President of the 
United States shall have declared by proclama- 
tion tbat the laws of the United States are op 
po&cd, and the execution thereof obstructed, by 
combinations too powerful to be suppressed by the 
ordinary course of judicial proceedings, or by the 
power vested in the marshals by law, any person 
or persons, hi s her, or their agent, attorney, or 
employee, .^hall purchase or ecquire, sell or give, 
any property of whatsoever ktnd or description, 
wiih intent to u o or employ the aarne, or suffer 
the same to be used or ©mplojed in aiding, abet- 
ting, or promoting such insurrection or rcsL'tanco 
to the laws, or any person or per3on9 engaged 
therein; or if any person or persons, being the 
owner or owners of any such proporty, shall know 
ingly use or employ, or consent to the use or em- 
ployment of tho same as aforesaid, all such prop- 
erty it hereby declared to be lawful .subject of 
prize and capture wherever fjuud; and it shall be 
ihe du‘.y of the President of the United States to 
cause the same io be seized, confiscated, and con- 
demned. 

cc. 2. And be it further enacted , That such 
pnz-9 and capture shall ho condemned in the dis 
trict or circuit court of the United Slates having 
urisdiction of tho amount, or ia admiralty ia any 
district in which the same may be seized, or iuto 
which they may bo taken, and proceeding! firat 
instituted. 

See. 3 And be it further enacted , That the 
Attorney General or any District Attorney of the 
United States iu which said property may at the 
timj bo, may institute the proceeding of con- 
demnation, and in such case they shall be wholly 
for the benefit of tbe United Brute?; or any per 
son may file an information with such an attor 
ney, in which case the proceedings shall be for 
the ujo of such informer and tbe United States in 
equal parts. 

Nec 4 And be it further enacted. That wherever 
hereafter, during the present insumcPion against 
the Government of tho United State?, any person 
claimed to he held to laber or service under the 
law of any State shall be required or permitted by 
the person to whom such labor or set vice i9 claim- 
ed to be due. or by the lawful age at of such per- 
son, to take un arms against the United Slates, or 
bhill be required cr permitted by the pirson to 1 
whom such Ubor or service is claimed to be due, 
or his lawful agent, to work or to be employed in 
or up >n any fort, navy yarJ, dock, armory, t hip 
inlrenchment, or in any military or naval service 
whatsoever, against the Government and lawful 
authority of the UniUd State?, then, and iu every 
such case, tho person to whom such labor or ser- 
vice h claimed to be due shall foifoit his claim to 
such labor, any law of the State or of the United 
States to the contrary notwithstanding. And 
whenever thereafter tho parson claiming fuch la 
bor or service shall seak to enforce his claim, it 
shill be u full and tufficient answer to such claim 
tuat the person whose service or labor is claimed 
had been employed in hostile service against tho 
Government of the United State 3 , contrary to tbe 
provisions of this act. 

Approved August 6, 1861. 

AN AC T to pnnish certain crimes against tho 
United States. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep 
resen (a fives of the United States of America 
Congress assembled, 'That if uuy person shall b*» 
guilty of tbe act of recruiting soldiers or srilor.s 
in acj* Stale or Territory of the United States ‘ 
eng age in at mod hostility against tho Unit 
States, or who shall open a recruiting station f< 
tho enlistment of euch persons, either as regu 
lars or volunteers, to serve as aforesaid, shall 
bo guilty of a high misdemeanor, and upon con- 
viction in any court of record having jurisdiction 
of tho offence shall he fined a turn not le3! than 
two hundred dollars nor more than one thousand 
dollar?, and confined and imprisoned for a period 
not less than one year nor more than five years. 

8 c. 2 And be it further enacted, That the 
per.-ons so etilia f *»d or engaged, as regular or vol- 
unte. r, shah be fined in a like manner a fcum of 
nno hundred dollars and imprisoned not less than 
no nor more thin throe years.

Yestorday the C<eur de Lion and Stepping Stones 
wer.o ordered to proceed up the Appomattox 
river towards the city cf Peter=bury, which is 
built on its banks. They proceeded up this stream 
for a diffanco of ten miles above its mouth with- 
out molestation, but just at this point there is 
what is called the “Seven Mile Reach.” On ono 
ride the ground was low and marshy, but on the 
other (aorthern bauk) 9ido there was a sort of 
bluff, upon which there appeared to be an earth- 
work; bu», oil close iximiuation, it was observed 
that no guns were mounted upon its parapet.. 

Moving np a little further, the enomy’s troops 
were discovered, csmpoied of infantry anfl caval- 
ry, in some force. They were tkulkjng round 
undercover of houses and clump9 of tree?. Our 
gunboats moved up close under shore, whon they 
were saluted with a heavy volley of musketry. 

Captain Hamilton, of the Cccir de Lion, ordered 
his crew to mm the broadside howitzer and rifled 
gun?, and sent a dozra or more loads of 8hrapnol 
and 9h©ll into the body cf the enemy, accompan- 
ied by a ateadv volley from his relief black crew, 
armed with rifles. A shell from the Stepping 
Stones hurst in a large house about a mile from 
shore, creating great havoc among a company of 
rabel infantry in the house, setting fire to the 
latter. 

The fire from the gunboats was kept up for 
about thirty minutes, but was not returned by 
the rebel?, who, having no artillery, got out of 
the way as fast a3 they could. 

The gunboats then proceeded up a little furth- 
er, until within sight of Port Walthall, meeting 
no batteries, or signs of any being constructed. 

There was plenty of water in the Appomattox 
for light draught vessels, and the reconnoissance 
was ono of the most successful and important that 
has been made during the war. 

Port Walthall may bo called the Port of Pe- 
tersburg and Richmond for large vessels, and is 
connected by railroad to both cities, it is there- 
fore an important strategic poiot, and is directly 
in the rear of the rebel army before Richmond. 

Petersburg, five railoa above Port Walthall, is 
ono of the most important commercial and man- 
ufacturing cities in the South, and five important 
Sou* hern railroads radiate from it to different 
points north and south. It contains a population 
of over 20,000 souls, and is built mostly of brick 
and stone. 

Deterters taken up by oar gunb >ats report 
strong under -current of Union feeling in the city 
of Petersburg, and they also report that there is 
great suffering from tho scarcity of food. Flour 
wont up last week from $10 to $17, aid is very 
scarce and rising. There are oily about throo 
thousand troops in and about Petersburg, and 
these are eucainped ou the Now M irkot Race 
Course, two mile3 east of the city, on the Prince 
George county mail road. 



The Steam Gun. — It seem! strange that the 
dteam gun, which would bs oue of The moat pow- 
erful weapon?, his not been used either ia war 
steamers at sea, or in forts on lard. It was in- 
vented, over forty years ago, in England, by the 
late Jacob Perkin?, of Massachusetts, the man 
who introduced such chkngis in bank-note en- 
graving, by substituting soft steel for copper 
plates, acd hardening tbe steel after it had left 
the engraver, transferring the impression to other 
steel plates, which could afterwards be made bard, 
and thus multiplying the design, in exact dupli- 
cate, as of.en as deri.od. Janies Watt, to whom 
we owe tho steam-engine, had experimented on 
steam-artillery. Mr. Perkiu9 followed up tho 
idea by constructing a cun in which steam was 
used instead of gunpowder, a) the propelling pow- 
er. The gun was exhibited for yo£rs at tb© Ade- 
Lido Gallery in London, and was an especial ob- 
jtct of attention for country cousins. Mr. Perkins 
p'eeenttd his invention to the consideration of the 
Orduancn Dap irtment of England, of which the 
Duke of Wellington thsa was bend, aud public- 
ly give a aeries <.f illustrative experiments, in 
the presence of the Duka and the leading ar- 
tjlkry officers in the British service. The results 
were extraordinary, at the time, but science has 
substquently competed with them. Cannon balls 
weie forced through wood and iron, and, the piece 
being self-loading, balls were fired ott at the rate 
of a thousand a minute. The gun wus as man- 
ageable as a fan in a lady’s fair band. The ex- 
pense of working it — that is, the coit of the steam 
— was one two-t uadredth part of tho price of gun- 
powder necessary to discharge an equal number of 
balls in the u ual way. Moreover, the gun could 
be used to givo the effect of grape shot, for all 
that was requir* d wa3 to put mutket balls, slugs, 
nails, or other offensive pieces of metal iato a tin 
cylinder, and charge the gun therewith, and when 
the steurii drove out the cylinder, the contents 
scattered about in all directions with deadly effect. 
Thus employed against coming boarders at sea or 
against storming parties on land, the weapon 
would /lo terrible service. 

The Perkins steam- gun was not adopted into 
tiie British service on two protences : first, that 
it was difficult to give steam the force of gunpow- 
der, and ntxt, that tha required machine! y for 
applying the steam was too complex for use on 
the field. At that time, however, the idea of a 
steam plough, of a steam-reaper and mower, of a 
steam- thresher, would have been ridiculed as 
worthy of the eccentric college of Laputa. Mr 
Perkins maintained to his la9t day that the 
steam-gun was not accepted by England because 
it had been invented by an American, after En- 
glishmen of practical ecience had vainly attomp- 
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romance and thrilling lntare*t.

BLitu'iinjr steel for copper- plate9 in b ink-note en- 
graving was njscted by the Bank of England, in 
1818, from the tame jaalous feeling. The Back 
of Ireland, on tho contrary, gladly accepted it a9 
a great preventive of forgery, giving him the 
contract for supplying plates for its bank note?, 
and, in a short time, two -thirds of the banks in 
the United Kingdom followed this example. For 
a long time, most of the bank-note engraving in 
that country was executed by Perkins and Heath, 
and the principle has since been largely extended 
to book engraving3 and larger prints. 

The Perkins guu, as we have said, wi3 exhib- 
ited in London for many year?, during which it 
required no repair. VYe are not sufficiently 
skilled in warfare to know whether such a lethal 
weapon might be advantageou ly used on the field 
of battle. There may be difficalties unknown to 
un&killud persons, but it does seem practicable, 
on board ship, where immense steam-power is 
necessarily kept up, to generate steam at a suffi- 
ciently great presiure as would enable the Per- 
kins guu to be used. At all events, there does 
not appear any good grounds for doubting the 
advantages of using such weapons in forte and 
other stationary batteries, wh*re one steam- 
engine could supply the nece?3ary power for a 
hundred such guns. No doubt the weapon could 
be greatly improved and strengthened so aa to 
discharge heavier missiles than Mr. Peikina 
dreamt of forty years ago. 

At all evont3, we suggest the subject as worthy 
of some consideration. A sslf-loading gun, which 
can discharge a thousand mu:kot balls in a min- 
ute, and larger balls more rapidly than it can be 
fed with, is something not to be disregarded in 
these bustling war times. — Phil. Press.

O' In the coarse of Mr. Mallory's recent 
very able speech in the House of Representa- 
tives, the following colloquy took place : 

Mr. Bingham. Will the gentloman allow me 
to make an irquiry of him? 

Mr. Mallory. I would rather that the gentle- 
man would allow me to go on with my remarks 
without interruption. 

Mr. Bingham. I have no desire to interrupt 
the line of the gentleman’s remarks. 1 simply 
wanted to make an irquiry for my own informa- 
tlon. , . 

Mr. Mallory. I will hear the gentleman with 
a great deal of pleasure. 

Mr. Bingham. I desire to inquire of the gen- 
tleman whether he has ever seen in any common - 
tary upon the Constitution, or in anything con- 
nected with the debates in (he national conven- 
tion, or in any of the statutes, any intimation 
that the word ‘'forfeiture" in the Constitution is 
necessarily limited to estates? 

Mr. Mallory. Mr. Speaker, in the investiga- 
tion of this subject, when I found that the Con- 
stitution of the United States limited onr powers 
in pimishing the crime of treason, so far as the 
property of the person was concerned, to forfeiture 
during the life of the party, I inquired wbat was 
meant by “forfeiture.’’ I found, on searching the 
English law, that forfeiture means taking (as a 
punishment for crime) by the king or govern- 
ment any property that a man owns, and! sop 
posed that the word forfeiture in the Constitution 
meant and was intended to mean nothing else; 
that it applied to property in estate and conld ap 
ply to nothing else. 1 did not suppose that it had 
entered into the imagination of any man to con- 
ceive that it had any reference to anything else 
than the estate of the person attainted. What 
else conld it have been intended to mean? Does 
it mean that the person attainted of treason should 
not forfeit his life exes pt duriDg the life of the 
person so attainted? 

Mr, Bingham. I sm perfectly w lting to an- 
swer the gentleman’s question, if he desires me to 
do so. 

Mr. Mallory. I will hear the gentleman with 
pi sasure. 

Mr. Bingham. I undertake to sav that a care- 
ful examination of the original draft of the Con- 
stitution will lead the gentleman himself to the 
conclusion ' that the terms “corruption of blood” 
and “forfeiture,” as used in that Constitution, are 
convertible terms, and that the word “estate” is 
neither expressed nor implied in that connection. 

Mr. Mallory. Mr. Speaker, 1 have locked In 
the books, not perhaps to the same extent, not 
perhaps with the same research, not perhaps wi ll 
the Bame learning and natural acumen, as the 
gentleman, tut 1 have looked at the books with 
some care in relation to this matter, and that ex 
amination has led my mind to the conclusion thut 
corruption of blood and forfeiture were two differ- 
ent things. That is my understanding. I may 
bs very much in error. If 1 am, I will most 
cheerfully stand corrected by any learned gentle- 
man upon this door. 1 believe that that is the 
common law. I understand that is the interpre- 
tation, not only of common lawyers, but even of 
uncommon lawyers. 

Mr. Bingham. Will the gontleman allow me 
to irquire what the term “corruption of blood” 
means, if it ever had any significance at ail ex- 
cept the forfeiture of one right or another? 

Mr. Mall: ry. The words “corruption of blocd?” 

Mr. Bingham. Yes, sir. 

Mr Mallory. I have always understood that 
by "corruption of blood, ” which is the result, of 
attainder, all power of transmitting through the 
blood any estate or inheritance was cut off; that 
inheritance could not be derived by his descend- 
ants through one whose blood was corrupted by 
attaint of treason. This ii my understanding of 
the English law. 

Mr. Bingham, our readers aro not perhaps 
awaro, is one of tho Representatives ot Ohio, 
iB reputed an ablo lawyer, is certainly an 
able man, and withal a red-hissing abolition- 
ist. As a lawyer tho exhibition be makos of 
himself in this colloquy is not creditable, and, 
bat for several parallel exhibitions he has 
made of himself in the House, it would bo hard 
ly credible. The present instance is assuredly 
very remarkable. 

The constitutional clause in question, as 
adopted by our fathers and recorded in the na- 
tional archives, is as follows; 

Ths Congress shall have Power to declare the 
Punishment of Treason, but no Attainder of Trea- 
son shall work Corruption of Blood, or Forfeiture 
except during the Life of the Person attainted. 

Wo print this clauso from the copy of the 
constitution given in the Appendix of Curtis’s 
“History of the Constitution,” with the fol- 
lowing marginal note by the author: 

* This copy of the Constitution has been com- 
pared with (he Rolls in the Department of State, 
and is punctuated and otherwise printed in exact 
conformity therewith. 

The clause as we have reproduced it above 
is therefore absolutely exact, — exact not only 
literally, but in respect to punctuation, capi- 
talization, and every other particular. We 
have quoted the clause precisely as it is in the 
constitution. 

Now, let aDy person of common sense mere- 
ly, leaving out of the question for the moment 
all legal knowledge, read this clause, and 
think if possible without amazement of a man 
of ability and a reputable lawyer who publicly 
announces with a flourish of superiority that 
“tho terms ‘ corruption of blood’ and ‘for- 
feiture ’ as used in that constitution are con- 
vertible terms.’’ The thing is altogether im- 
possible! Mr. Bingham’s newfangled con- 
struction is seen at a glance to bo ab6nrd. It 
falls flat before the plainest and simplest in- 
spection. 

But it falls flatter before a more particular 
examination. According to tho common law 
of England at the time of the adoption of tho 
Constitution of the United States, attainder of 
treason worked two separate consequences; 
namely, forfeiture, and corruption of blood 
By forfeiture, tho real and personal estate of 
the offender vested in the crown forever; by 
corruption of blood, the offender lost all inherit- 
able qualities, cutting the line of descent 6hort 
off, so that his posterity of whatever degree 
could not inherit through him from ancestors 
of whatever degree. By the former, the 
offender lost all ho possessed, and, by tho 
latter, his posterity lost all that might come 
down from his ancestors after his death. The 
one took the estate of the offender, and the 
other took the estate of his ancestors on 
the way to his posterity, no matter when 
the descent might occur, though it should 
bo long after his bones had mouldered in 
the grave. Tho two things were thus en- 
tirely different in themselves and in their ef- 
fects. They were also entirely different in 
their origin, the former having been derived 
from the Saxon laws, the latter from the feu- 
dil policy, the diverse systems being in a 
measure blended at the timo of the Norman 
conquest, and so constituting the double penal- 
ty of treason as we have here defined it, en- 
grafting, that is to say, on the Saxon penalty 
of forfeiture the consequences peculiar to the 
feudal penalty of corruption of blood. 

This was the penalty of treason according 
to the English common law when our consti- 
tution was framed. Such under that law were 
the consequences which attainder of treason 
worked. They were severe consequences, sc- 
vere beyond reason and sound policy, and they 
were felt to be so by the English themselves 
long before the period of our revolution, inso- 
much that as respects certain descriptions of 
treason, relating to tho public coin, the papal 
supremacy, and the like, the penalty of for- 
feiture had been restricted already to the life of 
the offender, and corruption of blood had been 
abolished. Tho British Parliament had gone 
thus far in mitigating in both its aspects the 
twofold penalty of treason under the com- 
mon law, and the spirit of the British people 
and of the British lawyers had gone much 



farther. Blackstone had unmistakably record- 
ed his testimony in favor of the mitigation of 
forfeiture and of tho total abolition of corrup- . 
tion of blood. And in doing so be but reflect- 
ed the humane spirit of his country and of his 
timo. 

Under these circumstances our fathers met 
to frame a constitution for the republic to 
which their valor and their prudcnco had just 
given birth. They did frame one; and, in 
respect to the capital offence under considera- 
tion, they provided that “no attainder of trea- 
son shall work corruption of blood, or forfeit- 
ure except during the life of the person at- 
tainted.” That is to say, they abolished cor- 
ruption of blood totally, and restricted for- 
feiture to the life of tho offender. In other 
words, having elsewhere in tho constitution 
reduced all descriptions of treason to one, they 
limited the punishment of that one to the pen- 
alty then visited by the English laws only 
upon some of the less heinous descriptions 
of the offence. They prescribed in relation 
to treason in general the mitigated penalty 
which at that time the lawB of England 
prescribed in relation only to special kinds of 
treason. They adopted the mildest penalty 
known to tho laws of England for tho highest 
offence known to tho laws of society. In short, 
they gave full iffoct to the humano and enlight- 
ened spirit of the age in which they lived. 

In view of this historical retrospect, hurried 
and meagre though it be, and in view especially 
of tho well known rule of construction that 
borrowed terms carry with them their estab- 
lished meaning, surely Mr. Bingham’s very 
triumphant assertion that “corruption of 
blood” and “forfeiture” as used in tho consti- 
tution are “convertible terms” must seem to 
others, as it seems to us, one of the most 
extraordinary and ridiculous misconceptions 
into which a sane man ever fell. Mr. 
Mallory’s reply is good sense and good law. 
It covers the brilliant Ohioan with shame. 



General Buell. — When we republished 
Gen. Buell’s amended report of the battle of 
Shiloh, a short time since, we neglected to 
point out a former misprint in the date when 
he left Columbia. Many of the papers pat it 
down tho 21st of March, and commented upon 
the time spent on the road, whereas the lead- 
ing division moved from Columbiaon the 31st 
of March and reached Savannah on the morn- 
ing of the 5th of April. The other divisions 
followed with intervals of only four or five 
miles, and finally came together by forced 
mirches. The delay at Duck river was una 
voidable; the stream fell so as to permit its 
bsing forded with difficulty just as the bridge 
was completed, but of course the bridge was a 
necessity. The march was a difficult one, and 
was wonderfully well executed, four divisions 
with their artillery and cavalry and more than 
fifteen huhdred six- mule teams having passed 
over a single road. We refer to this matter 
a; an act of justice to Gen. Buell, who has 
been severely criticised under a misapprehen- 
sion of his movements, and without any know! 
edge of the many difficulties and impediments 
he had to contend against. We of Kentucky, 
who have had the conduct of Gen. Buell di- 
rectly under our observation for many months, 
have the most unbounded confidence in his 
military skill, his energy, and his pntriotic 
devotion to tho Union cause, and in tho army 
no officer is more universally beloved and re- 
spected. 

(sTTliis thing of rebel raids in Kentucky 
must be stopped. It must be. It will be. 
The power of patting a stop to it is in tho right 
hands. There is to be no less vigor in Ken- 
tucky than in Tennessee. The rebel spies 
with which our State swarms and the rebel 
buincrs and murderers should be ferreted out 
and hung; and, if outrages on porson and 
property aro ovidently perpetrated by rebels, 
then other rebels, notorious sympathizers with 
outrage, should be made responsible in every 
case where the holding of them to responsi- 
bility is necessary either to the ends of justice or 
for an example to rebels generally.’ We pre- 
dict that the time is at hand and very near at 
hand when not a loyal citizen will be arrested 
in Kentucky without the arrest’s being follow- 
ed by that of half a dozen rebels, and no de- 
struction of Union property be committed with- 
out being followed by quick and ample indem- 
nification from tho seizure and confiscation of 
rebel property. The leading rebels throughout 
Kentucky who are encouraging and promoting 
and in many cases practising the atrocious 
policy now so rapidly developed can put a stop 
to it any day they please by the mere exercise 
of their influence, and they must be made to 
know and feel that their safety and their in- 
terest are deeply involved in their patting a 
stop to it. Until a rigorous and vigorous 
coarse bo taken, such a course ns Gen. Boyle 
is exactly the man to inaugurate and boldly 
pursue, no Union life or Union possessions 
will be secure. 



IS'The repulse of the insurgents, with great 
slaughter from the banks of tho Chickahominy, 
must prove a severe blow to them. Tho Rich- 
mond Examiner, apologizing for tho retreats 
from Manassas and Yorktown, says: 

Tho destiny of the nation was not in jeopardy 
at either point, and it was important to preserve 
the army intact for a more important service. 
Bat let all parties be warned of the consequences 
inevitably to follow a similar step from the banks 
of the Cbickabomiuy. Those consequences are nit 
only military but civil — national. They are de- 
moralization and disorganization, out of which 
the army and country will endeavor to 6ave itself 
by a new creation of leaders and rulers; adding 
thus to ail our calamities and difficulties that of 
revolution. 

Events follow each other so quickly in front 
of Richmond that it seems hardly necessary to 
speculate upon them in advance. Tho admis- 
sions of the Examiner, however, are impor- 
tant. The rebels have been beaten back from 
the Chickahominy, and, if the Richmond pa- 
per is to be believed, the Confederates will 
revolutionize the Davis Government, and have 
1 ‘a new creation of loaders and rulers. ” Thus 
we have another proof that secession is ready 
to secede from itself, and that tho process of 
disintegration is being rapidly accomplished. 

Outrage in Hopkins County. — A letter 
from Madisonville, Hopkins county, states 
that a gang of secession citizens recently ar- 
rested the Clerk of tho Circuit Court, but sub- 
sequently released him. Judge Fowler opened 
court on tho regular day, and on the same 
night the clerk's oflico was broken open and 
some eight hundred casos were 6tolcn, among 
them a largo amount of suits brought by the 
Farmers’ Bank of Kentucky. This conduct 
requires the prompt attention of the authori- 
ties at Frankfort. * Of course tho perpetrators 
must be well known, and their arrest should 
be made if it takes ten thousand men to ef- 
fect it. 

fc?" The Mayor of Vicksburg said to Com- 
modore F arragut, “Mississippians never sur- 
render.” But they ruu. Yes, and they sur. 
render too. Natchez is surrendered, and 
Vicksburg is surrendered. If Mississippians 
didn’t know how to surrender, the lesson has 
been taught them, and thoy have shown them- 
selves apt scholars. 

*2" Tho taking of New Orleans from the 
insurgents by Gen. Butler appears to have 
been as bitter news in England as was the de- 
feat of Packenham by Gen. Jackson before 
that city in 1815. 

Iho telegraph says that Gen. Morgan 
has confidence that the rout of Casey’s divi- 
sion before Richmond “was not attributable 
to the fault of officers or men.” Possibly R 
was attributable to the enemy.

Clemency to the Rebels — The New York 
Times copies approvingly our comments on the 
atrocities perpetrated by the insurgents on the 
sick and wounded who fell into their hands at 
Winchester, and says the rebels are laying up 
for therasolvts wrath against the day of wrath, 
by tho manner in which they are conducting this 
war. The Government h‘astoadily persisted iu 
its original purpose of prosecuting the contest 
upon tho broadest possible grounds of humanity 
and magnanimity. Tho utmost deferonce and 
respoct have been sh >wn to the rights of person 
and of property. Not a spy has been executed 
— not a desortor shot — not a traitor hung. Rebel 
property has in every case b’en respected, pre- 
served, and protected from pillage by tho Union 
troops. The rebel wcunded have beon attended 
carefully and skilfully hy our surgeons and nurses. 
No distinction Las been made between them and 
our own eold’ers, in hospitals or on the field. 
And in every possible way the Government ha3 
sought to fulfil the pledge made to foreign Powers 
by Mr. Seward at the beginning of the war, that 
t bis contest should present an instance of mag- 
nanimity and forbearance without example in tho 
history of civil wars. 

In return for all this, tbe rib da have steadily 
and fystematically imitated the worst excesso3 cf 
i he worst savages in the worst ages of the world. 
The history of Indian warfare presents nothing 
more fiendish, more utterly unw*ortby of a civi- 
lized community, than the conduct of the robele 
this war. Tbeir treatment of Union men, 

I heir persecution by pillage, imprisonment, and 
oven murder, of all who have not joined in their 
rebellion; tbeir horrid bu’cheiy cf the wonnded 
oo tho field of battle, and llieir brutal usage of 
prisoners who have fallen into their hands, brand 
them as beyond tbe pilo of civilization, and to be 
regarded rather as in.-ane savages than as men 
entitled lo the rights of civilized warfare. 

Sooner or later they will reap their reward. 
I’bo Government will undoubtedly complete its 
experiment at d prosecute tbe war upon the same 
basis of liborality and kindness which has charac- 
rized it hitherto, until tho military power of 
he rebellion is broken. But if after l hat the 
rebels persist in their ir famous and inhuman 
practices, they will find themselves dealt will on 
different basis. If they abandon war aftor de- 
feat and resort to an organized system of assas- 
sination, they will hi fronted as a sis ius and not 
as simple enemies. Tho Government will then be 
prepared to put ia force the most rigorous system 
f repression which the occasion may req lire. If 
here is any sani‘y left in the Southern States, it 
will be well employed in saving Southern society 
from the horrible ruin into which its leaders seem 
resolved lo plunge it.

Ho drew the body of General 
Zrilicoffer from the road when ho fell, to prevent 
its being trampled on by tho borrow of the com- 
batants. In that fierce little fight with Morgan’s 
marauders at Lebanon, Tennessee, as umal he 
wa3 in tbe front, was captured and cirried some 
mil s a prisoner, but adroitly managed to oscipe, 
since which time be has been administering to the 
wounded, alike of friend and fuo. 

By bis great 8f c Ability, his kindness, and his 
manly Christian bearing, ho baa endoared himself 
as a brother to every officer and private in the 
regiment. HU cleir, log’cilly constructed aer? 
mens are instructive to the well, liis kind, as 
siduoas attention endears him to tho sick, and his 
timely admonition to the erring you'll given him 
the respect cf tho most reckless. Truly may i 
be said he is a * model chaplain,” well worthy of 
imitation. Long will he ho remembered in kind 
ness by the whole regiment. May bis err -er of 
usefulness be continued; none other could fill hi* 
placo.

POSTPONEMENT OK THE ATTACK ON MOBILE — 
DEFENCE OF HIE CITY. 

A corre?pondeat of the Now York Times writes 
that Captain Porter bad recrived despatches 
from Gommcdoro Farragnt, brought from Now 
Orleans by tho steamer Whiteman, via Labe 
Pocchartrain, forbidding the a’tack until such 
time as tho Flag Officer’s force should return 
from its reconnoitring trip up the Mississippi 
to participate in the operation. 

Fort Giinos, on Dauphin Island, has been evac- 
uated by the rebil and the nuns taken from the 
fort have boon removed to Mobile aud mounted 
there behind a lin-* of earthworks now in pr.Kioss 
of corstroction, and upon which every availatls 
man in the city is compelled to work. Every 
salient point from Fori Morgan to the city is to be 
for rifled. There is a batter? at Catfish Hotel, an- 
other at the li h house, unfinished, and a third at 
tho mouth of Spanish river, mounting eight guns. 
One mile inside *»f Dog river bar there are spiles 
driven down, and flatbaits, schoonerp, steamers, 
and an old brig sunk, and at 1 w water some of 
tho hulls can bo seen. Just inside of these 
sunken hulis a 1 irgo ship has beon scuttled, 
and her 1 iwer masts are still standing. The 
garrison at Fort Morgan is c imposed of 750 
men. Slade could say nothing of tho exact, 
number cf troops at Mob) Is, but ho believed 
that there were several thousand in and about the 
city. On the 9 h of May, ono of the regiments 
which had been stationed at Pensacola arrived, 
bringing nows erf the evacuation of tho placo and 
burning of the navy yard and town The troepi 
were badly clothed and poorly fed. Tha poor 
people wore suffering greatly for the necessaries 
of life, and the rich long rince have been deprived 
of everything like luxuries. There was no specie 
in circulation, a3 all the coin was removed from 
tho Mobile banka as long ago as the 29th of Feb- 
ruary. On the 10th of May tbe ichooner Break 
of Day arrived from Ila vans, via Fort Morgan, 
with 10,000 stand of arm?, running the gauntlet 
of tho blockading vessels without molestation. 

The Mobile Now? eays corn is selling for two 
dollars a bushel in that city.

LOUI SVILLE JOURNA L 

It Looks as ik Mother had been Here.— 
Mr. ¥. C. Session^, who, a 3 Commissary, went to 
Pittsburg Landing in charge cf the steamer Ty- 
coon, writes to the Columbm Journal as follows: 

Oar people probably are not generally aporised 
of how much the Western branch of the United 
States Sanitary Commission have done, and are 
doing, to relieve our sick and wounded soldiers 
In General Buell's department for the last two 
months they have had thirty military hospitals 
under their* charge cornmnncing at Elizibeth- 
town, Munfordville, BowllDg Green, Kentucky; 
Nashville, Murfreesboro, Shelbvville, Franklin, 
and Columbia, Tennessee. There have been 
something liko seven thousand patients in all; 
at Nashville four thousand tix hundred and six, 
and on the 1 st of this month there were one 
thousand three hundred remaining; three hun- 
dred and oleven deaths. Thoy have distributed 
26,000 articles. The goods were nearly all sent 
from Cleveland, Colambus, Circinnati, and Lou- 
isville; but distributed wherever needed. In the 
hospitals at Nashville every bed is furnished with 
sheets, pillows, comforts, &c. 

A neighboring State has sent out local 
agents to distribute only to their own treopf; one 
of them inquiring for their sick, with a few boxes, 
was invited to go with Dr. Reed, cur Infpector, 
and in one hospital 86 venty-eight sick were found 
from that State; and aftor distributing their goods 
to them, our Commission distributed in addition 
to them more goods than have been received alto 
gether from that State, showing our desire to be 
impartial. I visited the camps and hospitals at 
Camp Nevin and Green river in November and 
December last, and found some of them in a 
wretched condition. Now, in General Buell's ar- 
my, especially, you will flad the police cf tho 
camps eq ial to the old ‘ Roman Army” — streets 
clean, tents well ventilated, refuse slops carefully 
disposed of, so as nor to bs offensive, and great 
improvements in cooking. One bov, after coming 
into one of our hospitals and having his bed cared 
for and made comfortable, looked about him in 
the morning, and remarked, with tears in his 
eyes — “if looks as if mother had been here." 



Secession Here and There. — The following 
truthful picture is handsomely drawn by the Bos- 
ton Traveller: 

N<ar the western coast of G.*e< \ but a short 
distance from the main land, and between 3« r > deg. 
48 min. and 39 deg. 55 min. north, there lies a 
group of islands, which has been of frequent men- 
tion for almost thirty centuries. In the poetry 
of Homer, Ithaca has no common place, furnish- 
ing the hero and the heroine of the Odyssey, and 
other characters, and being the scone of much of 
the story. Ul.vsses, in jp* relation of his adven- 
tures to King Alcinous, speaks of Ithaca as being 
fair, and names some of lb« other islands, as Sa- 
mos, now Cephalonia, and Zacynthus, now Zante. 
The modern Santa Maura is the ancient Leucas, 
the scene of Sappho’s break-nock method of get- 
ting rid of her amorous woea, and of the Lov- 
er's Leap in general. Paxo is the ancient 

Paxo?; and Corfu is the classic Corcyra, in 
which aristocratic and democratic parties gave 
each other such murderous m&ulings at the 
beginning of the Poloponnesian war, a contest 
which their quarrels had something to do in 
bringing about. It is the Scheria of Homer, the 
realm of Alcinous. It lies much to the north of 
the other five islands named, except Paxo. and 
can hardly be said to belong to tho group in a 
strict geographical sense. The seventh island is 
much farther to the south, or rather to the south- 
east, being Cerigo, the ancient Cythera, so close- 
ly associated with the origin and worship of 
Venus, and lying off the southern extremity of 
continental Greece, and which was an eyesore to 
the Spartans whenever they were at war with 
a naval power, so that they wished it snDk in the 
sea. These islands had no political connection in 
ancient times, but they formed important links 
in the long chain of possessions that connected 
Venice with the East, as far back as five hundred 
years ago. 

They remained in her possession for soveral 
centuries after that connection bad ceased, and 
when she bad fallen almost into contempt. As 
remnants of those subject lands that “l<x 1 t" 
the wingod lion’s marble piles,” they wero 
Venice, and she clung to them with the tei. 
of age that is us proud as it is weak. \\ u «.. 
France and Austria combined to destroy and 
partition Venice, in 1797, tbo Ionian Islands 
passed into the hands of the former power; but 
the Turks and Russians soon expslled tho French, 
and created the Seplfosular Republic, which the 
Sultan was to protect, though not always able to 
pro.ect himself. In 1807, when Russia and 
France made up their quarrel at the expense of 
other coun trie?, these Islands were made over to 
Napoleon I; but the Edglish succeeded in conquer- 
ing them all by the date of Napoleon’s downfall, 
and it was his foolish pertinacity in clinging to 
possessions so remo o that weakened I he Emperor’s 
army when the Allies entered his home territory. 
England's title to wbat she had won by the sword 
was confirmed when the affairs of Europe were 
settled, in 1814-’15, and 6 he has been mistress cf 
“Ihe United tftatos of tho Ionian Islands” for al- 
most fifty years, and on the whole has governed 
them well, and under institutions that can bo 
called liberal; and it may safely bo asserted that 
the islanders have known more of the blesfdnpfl of 
peace and prosperity as subjects of England than 
they could have known bad they boen given to 
Russia, or Austria, or Greece, or had they been 
allowed an independent existence. Nevertheless, 
men are apt to become discontented with their 
lot, and to imagine that change means improve- 
ment in every case; and the islanders, 
like our Carolinians, have been in a con- 
dition of rebellion for years. They detest the 
ascendancy of England, though it has assured in- 
ternal peace to them, and is the means of bring- 
ing considerable money into their community. 
They wish to become a part of the Kingdom of 
Greece, to which they belong geographic illy, 
morally, and religiously, 'i he islands lie close to 
that country, and ihe islanders, who are about a 
quarter of a million in number, are of the Greek 
chuich in the preportion of four to one, the re- 
mainder being Catholics or Jews, so that Protest- 
ant England can have no religicus connection 
with them. There have boen insurrectionary 
movements against the obnoxious foreign rule, 
but none of importance. Five years ago tho in- 
sular legislature passed a “resolve” that their 
country ought to be added to Greece, but as the 
English did not sea the matter in the same 
light with the Ionians, the “resolve,” like 
most American “resolves,’’ led to nothing but 
an exhibition of the pasrers’ want of resolu- 
tion. It was easy to resolvo .that the existing 
connection ought to be dissolved, but it was the 
hardest of all things to bring the desired dissolu- 
tion about. The English government sdfct cut 
that eminent “Grecian” and orator, Mr. Glad- 
stone. as Lord High Commissioner of these east- 
ern United State*; but though ho has written a 
heavy work on Homer, bis arguments wero not 
weighty enough with the insular secassionists 
to convince them that they ought not to desire 
separation from England. He failed as signally 
as he fails to convince American federalists 
that secession is a good thing, a s <>0 of natural 
right against which it is wrong to contend. He 
seems to be doomed to failure, whether he de- 
clares that secession is an evil Thing, because 
its success would injure England, or that 
it is a good thing, because its success would 
injure America. Yankees laugh at him, and 
modern Greeks close their ears as firmly 
against bis sweet voice as the old Greek that once 
ruled in Ithaca closed bis ears against the songs of 
the sirens. Of late, and while Mr. Gladstone is 
one v of the principal English Ministers, the IoniaDS 
have become more “stcesh’' than ever. Now, 
as the English are shocked because we will not 
afccept the Southern invLation to ccmo in 
and be killed, and are disgusted with us be- 
cause wo will insist upon keeping bold of the 
original seven seceding State.*, and also of the 
Border States, it ought to follow that they are en- 
gaged in doing all that men in. their situation can 
do to forward the purpose of the disaffected 
Ionians. It ought to follow, we say, but it does 
not, for they are as firm in their determination to 
hold on to the United Slates of Ionia as we are to 
maintain the United States of America. They de- 
sire to keep what thoy have, aDd Mr. Gladstone 
himself is as resolute not to let the islanders go 
as Mr. Liucoln is not to let the Virginians go 
off. Such is the inconsistency of man, and so 
illogical are statesmen, that while advising us to 
give up what we have the right to keop, the Brit- 
ish Ministers have no more notion of parting with 
the Seven Islands than they have of partiog with 
the Channel Islands, the latter having belonged to 
England for well nigh eight centuries. The Eng- 
lish say that there is a wide difference between t he 
North and the South, and that they ought there- 
fore to separate; and so there is a wide difference 
between the British Ialands and the Ionian Islands. 
They differ in race, in religion, in language, in 
manners, in productions, and in physical charac- 
ter. 1 hey are separated by great countries and by 
great peas, —by France and Italy, and by the At- 
lantic, the Mediterranean, and the Adriatic, — and 
therefore they should separate, according to the 
reasoning of Gladstone and bis associates; but to 
no divorce from bed and board, or from the 
chains of matrimony, will Britain consent. She 
has the Ionian Islands in her grasp, and if they 
do not know when they have a good miitress, 
she knows when she has a good military pcsscs- 
sion. They may get away, if they can, but 
never with her consent, while she can make a 
fight in the Mediterranean. They form a portion 
of her military strength, and Corfu, which is a 
strong place, connects with Gibraltar and Malta; 
and possession cf it enables England to speak 
potentially in the East. Secession in such case is 
no more to be thought of than it was in India, and 
Corfu is no more to be given up than was Calcut- 
ta. It is a monstrous wrong in America to s sek to 
keep possession of points that strengthen her in the 
Mexican Gulf; bat it is perfectly right in England 
to hell on to a remote Greek town, holding which 
she can command the entrance to the Gulf of 
Venice. It i 3 a “wicked war ” when Americans 
contend for the preservation of a Union which is 
forced by circumstances of race, geography, 
neighborhood, and other pointed consideration.*, 
ard which has been disturbed bv conspira- 
tors; but it is the most laudable of all things 
in England to keep up a large fore* in the Ionian 
Islands to maintaiu a foreign ycke on the necks of 
their people. Coercion with us is an error, a sin, 
a crime, a monstrous blunder ; but England only 
does her duty (to herself) when eke “ coerces” the 
Greeks and Jews of a country that lies two thou- 
sand miles from her shores.* We are fighting to 
maiiflain a state cf things that was formed by 
the common assent of all the parties to it, which 
has existed for almost a century, and which could 
not be broken up without doing immense damage 
to millions of men, and Eagland pays we are 
wrong, in torma that are coarso and bitter ; and 
yet she maintains by the sword's use a connection 
that has not existed for half a century, which one 
of the parties to it never h?d anything to do in 
forming, and which might be terminated to-day 
without irjury to any one It is only when Bull’s 
bull 13 goring other peoples oxen that goring is 
wrong, while on all other pccasions, and under 
all other circumstances, it Is the properest thing 
in the world, and fbe most delightful of amuse- 
ments— to Ball. 



PARSON BROWN LOW 1 3 INTENDED SPEECH ON 
THE Q ALLOWS. 

In the Parson's Book, he gives the following 
speech, which he says he inteud&d to ask leave to 
make undsr the gallows before he was swung off: 
Fellow-Countrymen: I have ofton address- 
el many of you, upon different topics, but never 
under circumstances liko those which now sur- 
round me, us I feel that I am tpeaking for the 
last time. I suppose 1 have been sentenced to 
hang by a court-martial sitting In this city; I say 
I suppose so, for 1 have never had any trial, or 
even a notice ( f a trial being in progress. Boit 
has been wirh those who have been executed be- 
fore me. It is alike a matter of indifference 
whether I was tried by that court-martial in my 
absence, ai d in the absence of witnesses and 
connsol or whether 1 bad been present; tho re- 
sult would have been death. The judge advo- 
cate, Tho?. J. Campbell, is a perfidious man, as 
destitute of real honor and purity of purpose as 
be is of true courage and manly virtue. Asso- 
ciated with him is James D. Thomas, a man who 
was expelled from tho Methodist ministry for 
whipping his wife and slandering his venerablo 
old father in-law! Thh man Thomas ba 9 advo- 
cated on tho bonch, in open court-martial, tho 
sending of the Union masses of East Tonnes 3 ce 
to Alabama and Mississippi, and working them 
in the field, under negro overseers, and tho hang- 
ing of the Union leaders here! Justice, at the 
hands of such a set of men, is the List thing 1 
would expect. Indeed, there xs more g.ory in 
being put to death by such men than iu being ac- 
quitted, after going through the forms of a trial. 

It is known to many of you that I had left home 
to avoid personal viol nee, and was out ef the reich 
of the mob, who could not find me, after repeated 
efforts by equadi sent oat armed bv tbit arch- 
hypocrite and would-be murderer, W. B. Wood, 
of Alabama. In my concealment I was informed 
by a letter from Major-General Crittenden, in 
command at tbisT>!ace, that hs was instructed by 
the Secretary of War at Richmond, Mr. Benj i- 
min, to give me passports and a military escort to 
cor.dac*. me out of this bogus Government into tho 
Federal Government; and I was invited to appear 
at his headquarters in twenty -four hour?, wkero 
he promised me that I should bn furnished with 
said passports. I was there within tho time . poc 
ified, accompanied by Col. Baxier; thi arrange- 
ment was made, and the company of Cipt. Gil- 
lespie designated a 3 my escort. But that even- 
ing, just before sundown, I was arrested upon a 
warrant issued by that disgraceful specimen of our 
nature, Commissioner Reynolds, upon the false 
cath of Attorney Ramsey, a corrupt man, for 
whom no decent secessionist entertuina any re- 
spect. The charge against me w.is treason , found- 
ed upon editorials, one of which has been publish- 
ed, in part, by Ramsey, in the Knoxville Regis- 
ter; and although the miserable man swore that 
the editorial was published since the 10M of June, 
at which timo tho State voted out, my files will 
show that it was published on the 25th of May. 

Thus was I taken out of Ihe bands of a Major 
General and of his Secretary of War by a worth- 
less little Confederate lawyer, and thrown Into 
the common jail of this county; refused bail, 
when the best the coanty affords whs offered; 
and, up to this eventful hour, I have been denied 
a trial, and an opportunity to defend n^self be- 
fore the court condemning me to an ignominious 
death. The proof of ail that is here charged will 
be found in tho correspondence cited, which I have 
placed in the hands of a friend for publication. 

It will show that these partiep, one and all, have 
acted a treacherous part towards me, and have 
violated their pledges and faith. Their perfidy 
and treachery are absolutely disgraceful to their 
bogus government, if indeed such a government 
can be disgraced. 

Some hostile reminUceiicas of the past, as be- 
tween othor cowardly, mein, and murderous men 
of this city and myself, will appear in the docu- 
mtnts 1 leave behind; and I request my sons to 
publish them even at the cost of their lives. 1 
desire to hear my testimony, even in a dying 
hour, to the perfidy, double-idealiog, and coward- 
ly course toward me of that prince of bypocritas 
and great embodiment of human deceit, Campbell 
Wallace, the president of the railroad, and one of 
the great lights of secession. I warn all men 
presont, and all who may hear of this statement, 
never to confide in that man. He is supremely 
selfish, notoriously insincere, and would sell his 
inte est in his God — which, I fear, is not a very 
I one — for money! 

«t also bear witness to the treachery and 

..cerity of William G. MacAdoo, who r while 
meeting me with a emile and professing friend- 
ship, stated to John Black that 1 ought to be kept 
in prison during this wur. This man was on the 
verge of starvation, and without credit, when 1 
took it upon myself to attond the sitting of our 
Legislature, some yoars ago, and help make him 
District Attorney. He since lost one wife, and 
married a second, owning a gang of negroes and a 
rice plantation in Georgia, ar d has turned over 
to seces-ion. I wain my family and friends never 
to confide in him. 

Fellow-countrymen, I am shortly to be execut- 
ed— not for any crime punishable with death, but 
for my devotion to my country, her laws, and 
Constitution. I die for refusing toeapousithe 
cause of this wicked rebellion; and 1 glory in it, 
strange as you may think it. I could have lived, 
if I had taken an oath of allegiance to this so- 
called Confederacy. Rather than stultify myself 
and disgrace my family by such an oath, J agree 
to die ! I nev^r could sanction this Government, 
and I trust that no chili of mine will ever do it. 
Look at the past history of the leaders and orig- 
inators of this rebellion. There id not a man of 
ncstained character to be found among them. 
Yancey is a convicted murderer, who killed his 
uncle (Dr. Earl, of South Carolina), and, instead 
of going to England to intrigue against this Gov- 
ernment, he would have been iu prison hid ho 
not been pardoned by the Govornor of that State. 
Wigfall, a C nfederate Senator and a General, 
fled from hls native Stato of South Carolina to 
Texas to e?cjpe the horrors of assassination, bo 
came a collec ing attorney for largo amount?, and 
then swindled his employers out of their dues, 
murdering as many as two men io 
Texas. Floyd, while Governor of my 
native State, was guilty of swindling tho State 
out of some thirty thousand dollars of the Wash 
ington monument fund intrusted to his care; 
while in Buchanan’s Cabinet, in violation of his 
oath, he stole, besides large amounts of bonds, 
the guns, forts, and ammunition of the Federal 
Government, to aid In carrying on this infamous 
rebellion. Slidell, Another intrigner, who never 
bad an honest emotion of 9oul in hi3 life, assisted, 
while in the United States Senate, to pass through 
Congrees that great swindle of tho age, the 
“Houmans Land Grant” — a swindle so gigantic 
and a cheat so enormous that the next Congress 
revoked the grant. Benjamin, your Secretary of 
War, and one of the men engaged in deceiving 
me, was expelled from a New England college for 
stealing money and jewelry out of the trunk-* of 
his fellow- students; he afterwards got into the 
Senate from Louisiana by turning from a 
Whig to a Democrat, and became tho part- 
ner of Slidell in the Hnutnans swindle. 
Thompon, the Mississippi member of Ba- 
chanan's Cabinet, while Secretary of the 
Interior, was a partner in stealing some In- 
dian Trust Bond?, and, when about to be dis- 
missed for the offence, fled . from the Federal 
capital by night to avoid prosecution. Cobb, the 
Georgia member of Buchanan’s cabinet, specu- 
lated in stock?, n 3 ing Government money, and 
was detected in it; and all this was at a time 
when he was acting under oath, as the head of 
the Treasury Departm»nt. Davis, yoor Presi- 
dent, after his State had borrowed millions, led the 
way in the work of repudiation and in defrauding 
Missi sippi’s honest creditors. Toombs, tho big man 
of your Government at Richmond, was the confed- 
erate of Keitt and Brooks in their attempt to assas- 
sinate Suutaer. Swan, j*otir Congressman from 
this district, and an original seceosionist, is the 
forger of the Johnson letters to Lawrence, with a 
view to swindle the latier out of ten thousand dol- 
lars. These, and a boat of others like them, are 
the men who originated and are carrying on this 
Southern rebellion. Ought not any honest man 
to prefer to baog rather than act with such men 
in a wicked crusade against the mild sway of the 
best Government on earth? 

Bat I mint closo. Solemn thought! Ijdis, 
with confidence that the United States Govern- 
ment will crush out this rebellion during the 
coming spring and summer. Mark my predic- 
tion! I would like to be living when that is done; 
but I must resign ray3elf to my fate. 

I have a word to say, as it regards my family. 

I leave a wife and seven children to the mercies 
of a cold-hearted world. I hope the Union men 
(f the country will be kind to them, and sock to 
impress their minds with what is true— ‘.hat they 
are not disgraced, but honored, by my death. 
Let me be shrouded in the sacred folds of the 
Star-Spangled Banner; and let my children's 
children know that the last words I uttered on 
earth were — 

“Forever float that etandard nheet! 

Where breathes the foe but falls before ua. 

With Freedom's soil beueath our feet 
And Freedom's banner stream ing o’er as!” 

Cotton a Century Aoo. — A correspondent 
of the New York Post sends the following from 
an old number of the Gentleman’s Magazino, 
published in May, 1731: 

From Cork , in Ireland.— This day one Michael 
Carmody was executed here for felony; upon 
which tne journeymen weavei s of this city (who 
labor under grea't difficulties by reason or the 
deadness of trade, occasioned by the pernicious 
practice of weaving cotton?) assembled in a body, 
and dressed the criminal, haogman, and the gal- 
lows in cottons.in order to discourage the wearing 
tbsreof.

Give ear, O good people, to the words of a dy- 
ing sinner. I confess I have been gulliy of many 
crimes that necessity compelled me to commit, 
which starving condition I was in, I am well as- 
sured was occasioned by the sparclly of money, 
that has proceeded from the great discouragement 
of our woollen manufactures.

And if you have any regard for the prayers of 
an expiring mortal, I bsgthat you will not buy 
of the hangmtin the cotton garments that now 
adorn the gallows; because I cannot rest quiet in 
my grave if I should see the very things wove 
that brought me to misery, thievery, and this 
untimely end; all which I pray of the gentry to 
hinder their children and servants, for their "own 
character’s sake; though they have no tenderness 
for their country; because none will hereafter 
wear cotton but oyster-women, criminal?, and 
common hangmen. 

Alas, poor Mike! You aro not the first person 
in tho history of this world who has come to grief 
by entertaining erroneou3 opinions, nor the last 
one who will be brought to hemp by overesti- 
mating the power of cotton.

Woodstock, Va , June 3. 

The enemy was driven out of Strasburg last 
evening by Gen. Fremont’s advance guard, and 
have been closely pursued to day by his forces 
and Gen Bayard’s cavalry brigade. They have 
several timts made stands, and s kirmishing has 
been goingen, but with trifling loss on bath sides. 
One of Gen. Bayard’s command whs killed, and 
Col. Pilson, chief of artillery, and one of Gen. 
Fremont’s aids, were wounded. The enemy are 
now encamped about three miles beyond Wood- 
stock. We hold ths village. We have taken 
about 300 prisoners, and more are bring brought 
in constantly. 

Gen. Fiemont, after occupying Strasburg, lait 
night, was obliged by tho d-irkne:s and tremen- 
dous storm, and the fatigue of his men, to delay 
hi? advance till morning At six o’clock the pur- 
suit of the retreating enemy wa9 resumed and 
vigorously continued during the day. 

General Fremont’s rapid march, combined 
with General McDowell’s movements, has wholly 
relieved the Shenandoah Valley and Northprn 
Virginia. J*ck J on will bs overtaken and forced 
to fight or abandon his ground entirely. 

General McDowoll’s advance, being part of a 
brigade under General Bayard, reached Stras- 
burg this morning, and wa 9 ordared forward by 
General Fremont toj in in the pursuit with the 
cavalry and artillery. The enemy, to retard the 
pursuit, endeavored to mike a stand, in throe 
strong positions, with artillery, but wero driven 
rapidly and with loss from each. Jackins rear 
guard pa=sod through Woodstock this afternoon. 
The head o' his column had reached it at sunrise. 
Colonel Pitaon, chtef of artillery cn General 
Fremont’s staff, who selected wirh great skill 
the successive positions for the batteries, is 
wounded by th* fall of hi* horse, which was shot 
under him, while reconnoi coring within thirty 
yards of tho enemy. Tho batteries engaged were 
Schier.ner’s and Baell’s, of Gen. Stahl’s brigad j. 
The 1st New Jersey and 1st Pennsylvania caval- 
ry, under Gen. Bayard, and the G:h Ohio and 
Stewart's Indiana cavalry, under Col. Zagonyi, 
were in advance, driving the enemy before them, 
and in support of tbo batteries. The road and 
woods were s'rewn with arm?, stores, and cloth- 
ing. A large Dumber of prisoners have been ta- 
ken. Oar loss is one killed and several wounded.

Washington, June 4. 

Rev. Dr. Tyne*, of New York, and Stephon 
Callwell, of Philadelphia, representing the Freod- 
men’/ Association of those cilia*, waitodon Secre- 
tary Stanton this morning, in company with 
Senator Sumner, to inquire into the authority 
under which Governor Stanley issued bis order 
ebsing tho colored echools in North Carolina. 
These gentlefnen had official advices that this 
had been done-from Vincent Collier, who was 
teaching 1,500 loyal blacks when the order was 
issued. Secretary Stanton showed them his in- 
structions to Governor S aniey, which contain 
not a word directing him to enforce the local 
laws of North Carolina, nor do they in any other 
way authorize him to issue the order in question. 

Secretary Stanton also said that he would not 
remain one hour a member of an Administration 
which sanctioned such proceedings p.s that of Gov. 
Stanley, and read his visitors theltfer, which he 
hao ju-it written to that functionary after consul- 
tation with the Preside it, in which he was direct- 
ed to revoke the obaoxious order, and to allow 
the schools to go on as heretofore. The commis- 
sions and instructions to Gov. Stanley and Andy 
Johnson wero to-day* sent into the Senate, in re- 
sponse to Senator Sumner’s resolution of inquiry. 
The commissions simply constitute them Military 
Governors of thiir respective States, to keep the 
peace and maintain the national power. Their 
instructions are in very general term?, and pre- 
scribe duties, such as are suggested on their 
commissions as quoted above. Not a word in 
either about enforcing local laws. 

[Herald'* Despatch.) # 

The House Committee on Railroads, &c , have 
instructed t hair chairman, Mallory, of Ky., to re- 
port a bill to further the construction of the Pitts 
burg and Conneihville railroads to the Baltimore 
and Onio railroad at Cumberland. This is in ac- 
cordance with the memorial of the members of 
the Legislature of Ohio, which sets forth the need 
of closer, speedier, and more direct communica- 
tion between the Northwest and Washington. By 
this road, in connection with the Baltimore and 
Ohio, seventy miles would fie saved in the transit 
from tho great Northwest to the seat of govern - 
ment. 

It is represented in tho memorial that the 
amounts that would be saved in freights and 
fare* by this line would soon more than repay any 
temporary outlay of the Government expenses of 
iransporta'ion on military account. Accordingly 
tlie Committee report la favor of endorsing bonds 
of the Connellsville road to thi amount of two 
millions, under proper securities, provided that 
troops, munitions of war, and stores shall be car- 
ried over said road at half the usual price. 

The route of the Pacific Railroad, as pros i led 
by the bill that hi 3 passed tho House, runs grad- 
ually and directly north and west from St. Jo- 
soph, Missouri, to ths southwest pass near the 
431 parallel of latitude, and thence it deflocts 
south west to tho Great Salt Like, from which 
point it describes a circular course in a north- 
westerly direction, and enters California above 
Sacfammito. The steepest grade is over the 
Sierra N evads, and is but one hundrod and four 
feel; at ail other points the grades are not ex- 
traordinary. ^ 

Washington, Juno 3. 

The Government regards as a palpable fact 
that the movers in th*j present rebellion never 
entertained tho expectation of achieving a rovo 
lat ion; what they desired was to open a print for 
foreign intervention, on which they relied to over- 
throw the LJnion. They began their intrigues 
even before they* ventured upon the rebellion, and 
ever since have applied themselves to this work 
of intervention. The question of revolution was, 
therefore, a fraud, and is now exposed to the 
world. It is not doubted that these views are 
now, or soon will be, known to European Govern- 
ments, through the Secretary of State. 

A highly* interesting report was made to the 
House this afternoon by Mr. Blair, cf Mo , from 
tho Committee on Military Affair?, with an 
amendment, reported as a supplementary section 
to the pending bill for enlarging the Illinois Ca- 
nal and improving the Illinois river. Tne sec- 
tion provides for enlarging the locks of the Erie 
and Oiwego canals to a size adequate to pa?s 
gunboat?, at a coat ndt exceeding $3,000,000. 

The report prrs^e* these works strongly as a 
military necessity rendered necessary by the 
menaces last winter of tho British press in respect 
to the cities and commerce of the lakes. Our iwo 
great channels of naval access, one from the Hud- 
son and ths other from the Mississippi, are strik- 
ingly treated by the report as integral and insep- 
arable portions of a harmoniou* system of nation- 
al defer ce. Their commercial importance will 
probibly be presented to Congress in some other 
form. 

Washington, June 3. 

Major Dwight, of the 2i Massachusetts, made 
prisoner near Winchester, while caring for the 
wounded privates cf his regiment, was paroled by 
J«ck?on, and arrived here to-night, with de- 
spatches from General Banks. He says the sto- 
ries about tho barbarity of the rebels towards our 
sick and wounded ars unfounded, butdiring from 
the windows of the town and throwing hot water 
at tho retreating a ridiers was trne. 

Jackson’s force is supposed to b? nearly 30,000 
sirong, while Banks had hut 3,500 in the field. 
The 2 J Massachusetts gu irded the rear, and 
fought during the march from Newtown to Win- 
chester, which lasted from dark on Saturday eve- 
ning till 1 o’clock Sunday morning at dawn. 
From ono ridge, near Winchester, they kept the 
enemy at bay* for three hours and a half, killing 
many more than they lost. One rebel colonel ad- 
mitted the loss of eight officers in his regiraont. 

Saxton is also hore, having been relieved from 
command at Harper’s Ferry, with 7,000 raw 
troop?, who kept at bay and repulsed three times 
their number. The enemy was at least 20,000 
stiong, composed of excellent Virginia, Mississip- 
pi, Louisiana, Georgia, and Alabama troops, who 
were bent on destroying ih* bridges and stores at 
Harpor s Ferry and so disgusted Jackson that, 
fiuding himset obliged to retreat, he fairly cried. 

Had the rebels succeeded in crossing Harper's 
Ferry, Pennsylvania would probably have teen 
them. 

The number of killed and wounded at Chicka- 
hominy is 3,000, not 300. 

Orders and instructions to Gov. Stanley were 
sent into the Senate to day, and contain not a 
word about enforcing local laws. 

Washington, June 3. 

C. C. Washburn, of Wisconsin, and Capt. W m. 
F Magruder, of the 1st cavalry, wero nominated 
Brigadier Generals to-day*. 

Six hundred and twelve positioners have filed 
claims with ths Emancipation Commissioners for 
ono thousand nine hundred and seventy-nine 
slaves. 

The rebel spies who were recently in Washing- 
ton — one officer, it is said, among them — visited 
tho fortifications. 

At a party last week, given by a wealthy rebel, 
a triumphal rebel song was sung. 

The Baltimore American this morniDg has a 
leader, showing that a great revolution has taken 
place in Maryland within a year in favor of the 
Union. 

The public lands of Texas, for the confiscation 
of which Lane, of Kantas, introduced a bill, are 
said to amount to one hundred millions of acres — 
about half the private property under the old 
Spanish and Mexican claims of the Texan Gov- 
ernment. 

Several Congressmen, j ist from White House, 
where they went from Fortress Monroe on Sun- 
day after hearing of the battle, say that two 
trains brought one thousand wounded from Chick - 
ahominy, who were transferred to vessel? to bo 
distributed to different hospitals. Those io 
charge of them said a 9 many more were to come, 
besides miov too sorionsly wounded to be moved. 

The wounded said Gbd. Casey’s division was 
led into ambuscade, the enemy drawing them on 
by a feigned retreat' until made victims by the 
fire from the woods on each ride, which no troops 
could stand. On Sunday the enemy were driven 
at all points on the line of fifteen miles long, ex- 
cept Casey’s division, which gained no ground. 
At four o’clock Gen. McClellan in person went 
to Casey’s troop?, and made a speech, in which 
he said tli 3 enemy was rented at all points except 
in their front. If they did their duty they would 
bag the whole rebel army in six hours. 

The fighting continued until Sunday at night- 
fall, when, i*, is belisved at the White Hou?e, 
Casey’s division still had failed to recover its lost 
ground. 

On Monday both armies were burying the dead. 



Among the wounded were Col. Briggs, sen of 
Ex-Gov. Briggs, 10th Massachusetts regiment, 
and Gen. Dlvens. 

Fortress Monroe, June 3. 

The steamer State of Maine arrived to-day 
from White House with about 130 wounded iu 
the recent engagement. These are mostly casos 
which it was thought it would not be safe to car- 
ry such distances as to New York or Philadel- 
phia. 

General Dix assumed command here yester- 
day. 

New York, June 3. 

The prize schooner Louis M. Holme’, captured 
while escap'ng from Charleston for Nassau, on 
the 27th ult., by the gunboat Saratoga, has 170 
bales of cotton on board. 

Jefferson City, June 3. 

Iu the Convention but little was done except 
offering and referring to the prepar conimiasLm- 
ers resolutions relating to the various eul j cts 
before the Convention. The committee on elec- 
tions this afternoon determined to report in favor 
of repealing the ordinance passed at a previous 
session, submitting the action of Ihe C -.invention 
to the people for ratification or rejection, and 
against holding an election for State i ffiesrs until 
the term for which Claio Jackson was elected 
expire 0 , which is in 1864. They have not yet de- 
termined in regard to the oltction fi r members of 
tho Legislature. 

Washington, Juno 3, 11 P. M. 

Tbo War Department has not received any 
further details of the late battle in front of Rich- 
mond. No news of public interest his bjen re- 
ceived from the army of Corinth. Advices from 
tho valley of tho Shenandoah indicate that a race 
is being fun, in which, so far, Jackson’s army has 
the lead. 

Buffalo, June 4. 

Tho City Council has pissed an ordinance, 
which, in ’effect, prohibits ths farthor operation 
of the fbatiog elevator recently sent hnro from 
Chicago. 

Baltimore, June 3. 

A survev of that portion of the Baltimore and 
Ohio Railroad recontly invaded by tho rebels 
bhow 3 that but little damage has boon done. Tne 
rvsdmaster reports tho damage to the bridges 
slight, and that tbo road will be in thorough 
working order by Thursday night or Friday 
morning.

GENERAL BUTLER S REPLY. 

Headquarters Dep’t of t*f. Gulf,Y 
New Orleans, May 12, 1862. t 
Messrs ; — I have the protest which you have 
thought it proper to make in regard to the action 
of ray officers towards tho Consul of the Nether- 
lands, which action I approve and sustain. I am 
grieved that without investigation of tho facts, 
you, Messrs., should have thought it yoor duty to 
have taken action in the matter. The fact will 
appear to be, and easily to be demonstrated at the 
proper time, that the flag of the Netherlands was 
made to cover and conceal propsrty of an incorpo- 
rated company of Louisiana, secreted under it 
from the operation cf the laws of the United 
States. That ihe supposed fact that the Consol 
had under the flig only the property of Hope & 
Co , citizens of the N riherland?, is untrue. Tie 
had other property, which could not by law be 
his property, or the property of Hope & Co ; of 
this I have abundant proof in iny own bands. N t 
person can exceed mo in the ref pact I shall pay 
to the flags of all nations, and to the Consulate 
authority, even while 1 do not recognize many 
claims made under them; but I wish it most dis- 
tinctly understood that, iu order to he respacted, 
the Consul, his office and the uio of bis fl ig, must 
oath and ali be respected. I have tbe honor to 
be, very rojpectfully, your obedient servant, 
BENJ.

Majir- General Commanding. 
Owing to General Boiler’s having been in- 
formed that a large amount of specie brionging to 
the Confederate government was socreted at the 
effices of the French at d Spanish Consuls, a guard 
was placed over those office the same day of tho 
seizure at the Consulate of tho Netherlands; hut 
on the positive assurances of the representatives 
of the above governments that the information 
was entirely incorrect, tho guard was withdrawn. 
Iq regard to the seizure of property at the bank- 
ing bouses of Simusi Smith & Co., tho facts are 
as follow.-: General Butler was informed that 

50,000 dollars in specie had been removed from 
the Mint to tho ab>vo houso, and being Fatiriied 
that the money must bo either the properly of the 
United States or tha Confederacy, he took posse- 
sion of the bank and arrested the members of the 
firm. The specie could not be found, and the 
bankers affirmed positively that, they had only 
$ 14, 000 in specie in the bank, and that was in ihe 
the character rf private deposits. The Ge neral 
gave Messrs. Smith & Co. their choice between 
producing the specie and going to Fort Jackson, 
and the next morning the bankers showed the 
place where the money was hidden. It was con- 
cealed in the air chamber, between the vault and 
the brick wall. Fifty-four thousand dollars wero 
stowed away there very nicely. 

Communication of a rather tart character had 
pa sed between Gen. Butler and the Acting 
British Consul, Mr. George Coppell, at New Or- 
leans, in reference to a number of her M»jasty’s 
snbjecls belonging to a body of armen m *n 
known as the British Guard, and attached to the 
European Brigade, under command of General 
Juge. This Brigade was organized for the pur- 
pose of maintaining tbs peace of the city, and 
two or three days after tho occupation by the 
Union army it whs disbanded. immediately 
after disbanding, Captain Burrows’s company of 
the British Guard held a mauling and voted to 
send their arms and uniforms to Gen. Bsanre- 
gard’s army, which they did. On hearing of 
thi?, Gen. Butler threatened to arrest every 
member of the company found in the city after 
the lapse of twenty four hour3. Three of tho 
members were so arrested, and hence the corre- 
spondence. 

[Extract from the Consul's letter ] 

It is not my intention in this communication to 
(•hieid my countrymen in the step they have ta- 
ken, for it may be construed as a breach of that 
neutrality imposed by her Majesty upon all her 
subjects, but if it i9 looked upon in that light, 1 
feel convinced that thoy, when they tot k fcuch ac- 
tion, ware ignorant of the importance that might 
be attached to it, and did it with no idea of wrong 
or harm. It may not, sir, bs irrelevant for me to 
mention that I much regret to hear the positiou 
of British subjects, in this city, as neutrals, 
should have been questioned or doubted. 

(Extract from Geo. Butler's Reply.] 

1 am content for the present to suffer open en- 
emies to remain in the city of their nativity, but 
law-dofying and treacherous alien enemies th ill 
not. I welcome all neutrals and foreigners 
who have kept aloof from these troubles which 
have been brought upon the city, and will, to the 
extent of inv power, protect them and their prop 
erty. They shall have the same hospitable and 
just treatment they havo always received at the 
hands of the United States Government. They 
will see, however, for themselves, that it is for 
the interest of all to have the unworthy among 
them rooted out; because the act3 of such bring 
suspicion upon all. All the facts above set forth 
can easily be substantiated, and, indeed, are all 
evasively admitted in your note bv the very apol- 
ogy made for them. ThaUapology says, that 
these men when they took this action — sent tlie-e 
arms and munitions to Beauregard — “did it with 
no idea «of wrong or harm.” Ido not under- 
stand this. Can it be that such men of age to en- 
rol themselves as a military body did not know 
that it was wrong to sapnty the enemies of the 
United States with arm?? If so, I think they should 
be absent from the city long enough to learn so 
much international law; or do you moan to say 
that, kaowing their social proclivities and ibe 
lateness of the hour when tho vote was 
taken, therefore they were not responsible?
